Rapid, indeed then, is 
the growth of the wheat out 
here on the prairies, 


We of the States think of Al-. 


berta as we think of the city of 
Medicine Hat, where the bliz- 
zards are heralded, as a cold, 
bleak, barren land; like Labra- 
dor, which, in summer, is not so 
cold at all, We have lessons to 
unlearn, in regard to its clim- 
The effect of the Japan- 
ese current, remember, finds its 
way even over the Rockies. 

And, again, here in the north 

land, the days are very, very 
ong. Wheat requires daylight 
to vrow, and so, when, as oc- 
curs up beyond Edmonton, the 
twilights almost meet, and one 
may have 18 hours of daylight, 
the wheat thrives; Cold weath- 
er? Of course, it is cold at 
times, and the winter days pull 
the mean average temperature 
down belew what a Penasylyan- 
ian would call agreeable,

Some fields, for reasons no 


man can fathom, are earlier 


than others, though they may 
lie side by side; have undergone 
like crop rotations. The why is 
one of nature's closely kept sec- 
rets, 


And the profits— 


In seeding the field out here 
they use from a bushel to a 
bushel and a quarter of grain 
to the acre. Winter wheat seed 
is employed, Betwixt winter 
wheat and spring, laymen often 
can scarcely tell the difference, 


There is, however, an appreci-’ 


able difference in the grass, in 
its color, and again in the shape 
of the berry, which an expert 
can tell at once. 

So niuch for the winter wheat, 
for the moment; 


As its name would indicate, 
out here on the prairies they 
sow the spring wheat in the 
spring, as soon as the snow. is 
gone, It.is the custom to plow 
the soil the fall before, since 
there would not be time 


row it ana sow with 
lers. in the spring in the 
ary edge ‘of the retreating 
snow, 

Perhaps the middle of April 
this wheat begins to come up, 
and four, five or seven days will! 
find the ground green, for the 
wheat grows very fast. Then 
it goes to stem, but not as tall 
as the winter wheat straw. A 
shorter, smaltermstraw results, 4 
but the flour made — of 
the grain is considered better. 
Spring whet, in consequence, 
brings a slightly better price 
than the winter whéat, but the 
yield, as a rule, is not quite so 
great. 

Some of it may likewise be 
ready to harvest about August 
20 to 28, up here, or at least by 
Sept. 1. So one will find some 
fields cut and others not; in the 
very same country side, 

Now and then certain fields 
were seeded two or three weeks 
earlier than in others, due to 
promptness and indifference of 
farmers, and hence be taller in 
accordance, but even this catise 
does not always hold good. 

Autumn-time, however, is the 
time to see the wheat fields at 
their-best. Out from Winnipeg 
special trains are run—some of 
them with cars filled away out 
in eastern Canada, with men 
bound for the grain land. A 
special fare of $10 from any 
point in the east to the grain 
belt often exists, 

Over Western Canada a care- 
ful system of bureaus of infor- 
mation is established, centering 
at Winnipeg. A bureau, say at 
Souris, will inform Winnipeg 
that somany wheat harvesters 
are desired, and the next train- 
load goes direct to that field. 

The men receive day pay, 
boarding inclusive, Thresher- 
men, on the other hand, who 
travel about, owning their ap- 
paratus, are paid at so much 
the bushel, threshed. 

It is a great sight, this thresh- 
ing and this reaping! We of 
the States are struck most for- 
cibly by the Bisa of men in 
the picture. Five hundred 
acres of wheat and Aust a few 
men seems all out of proportion, 
But yonder four horses, or in 
the Doukhobor country, four 
oxen are drawing a binder, De- 
facto it is cutter and binder 
both, and needs ons & man or 
a boy to drive. 

Behind it. the cut grain lies, 
tied in neat sheaves. Behind 
farther still, follow two men, 
who take these sheaves and 
stack them into the familjar 
pyramids,
